Potrograd, Nov. 26.—The enier-
prise with-which Germany has unuer-
taken the development df PolanG dur-
ing the past few months. puls rot:er
in the shado the efforts that the Rus-
slan government put forth at various
times in that portlon of its domain.
Apart from the reconstruction of the
network of rallways, speolal attention
s given by the Germans to the vonds
and o agriculture. Lodz has besu
repaved, and the important main roads
as far as Warsnw have been reatore%
wit
plans prepared by German engineers.
The paving material Is said to ’be of
excellent guality, trought from Gai-
many. The work is practicduy all
‘done by prisoners of war.

In localities which suffered severe-
1y from the blight of war the houses
are teing rebullt with brick and mor-
itar brought from Germany. Devastat-
ed flelds have been ploughed . and
sown with clover and rye for eariy
harvesting, Tactories whose machin-
ery was not dismantled by the Rus-
slans or Germans are belng organized
for war work of 4arious » inds. Bvery-
where the work of monstnlnﬂou is
being pushed night and dn¥, * with
elther two or (ireg shifts of workmen
to each twenty-four hours.:

Politically, there are also ovidences
of German attention, according to the
news which reaches PD]I.J.- reflugees
along the Fussian frontler. ' Far pur-
poses of present administration, Po-
land has beon divided Into German
and Austrian spheres ‘of influence.
OMeanwhile varlous propozals for a
more permanent loeal government are
being considered. A natlonal council
has been created in Wareaw, compos-
ed of all the leading Polish pollticans
who remain, totgether with 26 man-
AZeEr o
the head of the soclety. of jourcallsta.
The populace fs not allowed 4o ‘take
any part in local government.as yet,
however, and (overnor Qeneral Bes-
eler recently 1ssued a speclal .warning
to Polish citizens to'refrain from po-
ltieal discussian, which lie said would
be repressed rigilly for the-present.
